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Prosecutors quit 
Stone case after 
Justice steps in 


DOJ signaled it planned 
to reduce term urged 
for Trump confidant

All four career prosecutors han- 
dling the case against Roger Stone 
withdrew from the legal proceed- 
ings Tuesday — and one quit his 
job entirely — after the 
Justice Department sig- 
naled it planned to un- 
dercut their sentencing 
recommendation for 
President Trump’s long- 
time friend and confi- 
dant. 

The sudden and dra- 
matic moves came after 
prosecutors and their su- 
periors had argued for days over 
the appropriate penalty for Stone, 
and exposed what some career 
Justice Department employees 
say is a continuing pattern of the 
historically independent law en- 
forcement institution being bent 
to Trump’s political will. 

Almost simultaneously, Trump 
decided to revoke the nomination 
toatop Treasury Department post 
of his former U.S. attorney in the 
District of Columbia, who had su- 
pervised the Stone case when it 
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Roger Stone 


went to trial. 

The cascade of controversy be- 
gan Monday, when career prose- 
cutors handling the case recom- 
mended that a judge sentence 
Stone — convicted in November of 
obstructing Congress and witness 
tampering — to between seven 
and nine years in federal prison. 

Stone has been a friend and 
adviser to Trump since the 1980s 
and was a key figure in his 2016 
campaign, working to discover 
damaging information on Demo- 
cratic opponent Hillary Clinton. 
His was the last conviction se- 
cured by special counsel Robert S. 
Mueller III as part of the 
investigation into Rus- 
sian interference in the 
2016 election. The presi- 
dent suggested angrily 
on Twitter that Stone de- 
served more-lenient 
treatment. 

“This is a horrible and 
very unfair situation,’ 
Trump wrote early Tues- 
day. “The real crimes were on the 
other side, as nothing happens to 
them. Cannot allow this miscar- 
riage of justice!” 

Hours later, a senior Justice De- 
partment official told reporters 
that the agency’s leadership was 
“shocked” by the recommenda- 
tion of a seven-to-nine-year sen- 
tence and would soon revise it.

Keen focus in Trump’s 
vision for U.S. as fortress 


Taller walls, tighter laws 
are about keeping his 
campaign promises

As he rallies support for his 
reelection in November, Presi- 
dent Trump is closer than ever to 
delivering on his promise for a 
United States with taller walls, 
tighter immigration laws and 
fewer foreigners entering the 
country. 

During the past three years, 
the president has hardened the 
nation’s immigration system into 
an obstacle course of physical 
and bureaucratic barriers, caus- 
ing illegal border crossings to 
plummet and legal immigration 
to slump. 

The number of refugee admis- 
sions to the United States fell to 
the lowest level on record last 
year, and this year the adminis- 


tration set the refugee cap even 
lower, reserving just 18,000 spots 
for people who are fleeing perse- 
cution across the globe. The 
Trump administration also is 
blocking asylum seekers at the 
U.S. southern border and flying 
them instead to Guatemala or 
sending them back into Mexico. 

Other visitors are being 
turned back or staying away 
entirely: foreign students and 
tourists are coming in fewer 
numbers, according to the latest 
State Department data, and 
green cards issued abroad since 
2016 have dropped 25 percent. 

The Trump administration 
just added six names to a grow- 
ing blacklist of travel-restricted 
countries: Myanmar, Kyrgyzstan 
and four African nations, includ- 
ing Nigeria, the continent’s most 
populous one. 

“It’s no secret that the admin- 
istration is consciously trying to 
close America to immigrants,” 
Lucas Guttentag, an immigra- 
tion law professor at Stanford

On ‘grit, Klobuchar 
rises from bottom tier

CONCORD, N.H. — Before Sen. Amy Klobu- 
char left the debate stage in Manchester on 
Friday night, her staff could feel a new 
energy around her candidacy. Donations 
poured in — $1 million before midnight 
that night and then an- 
other $2 million over the 
weekend. 

Larger-than-usual 
crowds showed up to her 
campaign events — a re- 
cord for her of 700 peo- 
ple at a Manchester uni- 
versity on Sunday after- 
noon, followed by a new 
record a few hours later 
of 1,100 people in a Nashua middle school 
gym. Meanwhile, she surged in two polls in 
the state. 

After months of trying to find her place 
in this crowded field, Klobuchar (D-Minn.) 
seemed to have hit a stride. Her message 
was sharper, which she credited to hours of 
sitting in impeachment trial hearings and

N.H. twist sets stage 
for long, fractious slog

CONCORD, N.H. — Democrats braced 
themselves Tuesday night for a long and 
divisive contest for their party’s presidential 
nomination after New Hampshire voters 
added new uncertainty to a race already 
scrambled by last week’s caucuses in Iowa. 

Sen. Bernie Sanders (I-Vt.), who won 
Tuesday night, has staked his claim as the 
favored candidate of the party’s liberal wing 
and a threat to win the nomination. But his 
performance in New Hampshire was hardly 
overwhelming and far short of what he 
accomplished here four years ago. 

Yet if Sanders is the candidate of the liberal 
wing, those who are more moderate are still 
divided in their choice. The existence of that 
competition, and questions about each of the 
candidates seeking to become the alternative 
to Sanders, heightened the discontent about 
where this race might be heading. 

The likely prospect now is that Sanders and 
several other candidates will divide the vote

Klobuchar’s surge sets up 
a new battle for moderates

CONCORD, N.H. — Sen. Bernie Sanders 
(I-Vt.) claimed unchallenged control of the 
Democratic Party’s left wing with a victory 
in the New Hampshire presidential prima- 
ry Tuesday as two moderates, Pete Butti- 
gieg and a newly surging Sen. Amy Klobu- 
char (D-Minn.), vied for the opposition 
mantle in a campaign that has been 
remade over the past eight days. 

Sanders and Buttigieg, a former mayor 
of South Bend, Ind., marked their second 
straight strong showings — they essential- 
ly tied in last week’s Iowa caucuses, with 
Sanders carrying the popular vote and 
Buttigieg winning a slight edge in dele- 
gates. 

“Let me say tonight that this victory 
here is the beginning of the end for Donald 
Trump,” Sanders told his supporters. He

Flush with cash, it became a dom- 
inant maker of encryption devic- 
es for decades, navigating waves 
of technology from mechanical 
gears to electronic circuits and, 
finally, silicon chips and software. 

The Swiss firm made millions 
of dollars selling equipment to 
more than 120 countries well into 
the 21st century. Its clients in-

ever knew was that Crypto AG 
was secretly owned by the CIA in 
a highly classified partnership 
with West German intelligence.
